Bank Holds Up 
Govt. Railway Deal 


In the short adjourned session of 
the Legislature held the past week, 
the matter of the leasing of the E.D. 
and B.C. railway was dealt with. 
Premier Greenfield explained that the 
Royal Bank,, as holders of the com- 
mon stock on the railway, had re- 
fused to consent to a lease of the line 
to any railway company before settle- 
ment of its claim against the road 
had been made, and that the bank 
asked $2,000,000 in settlement of 
these claims. He announced that the 
government would not recommend the 
payment of this amount. Later in 
the session it was announced that the 
bank had reduced its price to $1,700,- 
000, but the government still is op- 
posed to accepting this,

With the close of the first six months of 1925, financial and commercial} 


publications in, Canada have been taking stock of the business situation 
tbronghout the Dominion. The conclusions reached by them as the result 
of careful surveys is that present conditions are better and prospects for the 
jumediate future more promising than for some years past. This is ¢es-|

Last Link In Motor Trail Now Being 
Completed 

Before the end of the present year 
the Fraser River canyon route will be 
completed and British Columbia. will 
have constructed the last link in the 
chain, of roads that will connect the 
west coast of Canada with the prairies.

SHOULD BE A LESSON 


HE results of the Nova Sco- 
tia and New Brunswick 
provincial elections will not be 
very encouraging new to the 
King government at Ottawa. 
Papers supporting the King ad- 
ministration are taking consola- 
tion out of the belief that the 
Maritime elections have been in= 
fluenced largely by local condi- 
tions. While ther is no doubt 
some truth in this contention, 
yet those who have been keep- 
ing their ears to the ground are 
forced to admit that there is 
something more than local con- 
ditions behind the two land- 
slides in the provinces by the 
sea. That Canada as a whole 
and that’ the individual prov- 
inces, have not been progressing 
and developing as they should 
during the past few years is 
the common belief of all who 
have been closely following the 
trend of events. : 
Extravagence, failure to bal- 
ance budgets, unnecessary ex- 
penditures,. unemployment and 
scores of other complaints, have 
all added to the feeling of un- 
rest, and to dissatisfaction with 
all governing bodies. 

While conditions generally 
throughout the country “have 
forced private individuals and 
corporations to cut down and 
economize, governments have 
been carrying on along old lines 
of prodigality, and indifference 
to the absolute needs of the 
country and its people. 

Such a condition of affairs is 
bound to get a jolt when the 
people have an opportunity of 
expressing the opinions through 
the ballot. 

The result of the two recent 
elections in the far east should 
serve as a warning to all govern- 
ing bodies. The public can gen- 
erally be relied upon to the right 
thing at the right time.

Known As 0.A.C;) No. 144 the 
Variety Gives Big Yield — 
Experiments carried on over a per- 
fod of seven years At the Ontarfo Ag- 
ricultural College, Guelph, ‘have ter- 
minated successfully in the produc- 
tion of a new variety of oats, known 
as the O.A.C. No. 144, it is announced | < 
by Dr. C. A, Zavitz, professor of fleld 
husbandry at the college and presi- } 
dent of the Canadian Registered Seed | 
Growers’ Association. 

The hew variety-has been accepted 
for registration by the association. It 
has given.an average yield per acre | 
over the seven years at the college of 
6.4 bushels an acre more than O.A.C 
No, 72 which Dr. Zavitz originated by | 
selection. Throughout the last 14 
years O.A.C. No. 72 headed the list of 
the seven varieties eligible for regis- 
tration by the Canadian Registered | 
Seed Growers’ Association. 

Not only were the tests conducted 
at the agricultural college but also on 
84 farms in Ontario embracing all 
kinds of soil. - These tests gave an 
average of 4.8 bushels an acre over 
the O.A.C. No, 72. 

Dr, Zavité said the new variety ma- |} 
tures about the same time as Banner 
oats and O.A.©, No. 72.

Water For ‘Lesdeals Millions 


Reservolr of New Waterworks Plant 
Covers 723 Acres ' 

One of the largest waterworks 
plants in the world is in course of 
construction gixteen miles from the 
great British metropolis. The reser- 
voir itself covers 723 acres, and has a 
storage capacity of 30,133,928 tons, or 
6,750,000,000 gallons, drawn from the 
Thames. Three meters with throats 
6 feet wide pass in 100 million gallons 
of water daily from a great intake 
channel, Roller-sluices 6 feet by 6 
feet send the water into a draw-off 
tower, stanfing in the reservoir, 
whence, finally, it 1s sucked down the 
steel throats, 6 feet wide, of three 
pipes, and so over the embankment 
into the main, for the use of London's 
millions.
